Applicants hereby request that this application's abstract be amended as shown below. It 
should be noted that these are the same amendments that were earlier requested on the 
Applicant's 8/20/05 filing. 

Please amend the abstract as shown below: 

A motor suitable for use in a medical imaging environment has (a) a centrally located 
means for actuating a radial wave, (b) a deformable flexspline having an inner surface and a 
toothed outer surface with , with th e fl e xsplin e coaxially align e d with the c e ntral axis of th e 
radial wav e actuating m e ans and ori e nted such that th e fl e xsplin e inn e r surfac e is proximat e th e 
out e r boundary surfac e of the actuation m e ans, and with the fl e xsplin e tooth e d out e r surfac e 
having a first specified number of teeth, and (c) a circular spline having a toothed inner surface 
with ; this splin e having an out e r boundary surfac e and b e ing coaxially align e d with th e c e ntral 
axis and orient e d such that th e spline toothed inn e r surface is proximat e th e fl e xspline' s tooth e d 
outer surfac e , with the splin e inn e r surfac e having a second specified number of teeth which is 
different than the first specified number of teeth in the flexspline, wherein the actuation means is 
operable so that the action of its radial wave causes at least one of the flexspline teeth to engage 
at a point the toothed side of the circular spline in such a manner that an engagement point 
passes as a wave around the inner perimeter of the circular spine, with the movement of this 
engagement point causing the flexspline to rotate around its central axis.
